“Because of these 
outstanding resource values, the site 
was purchased by the American Land 
Conservancy in 1995 to protect it from 
future residential development,” Doyle 
added. 

Under the auspices of the U.S. Fish 
and Wildlife Service and the California 
Department of Fish and Game, a 
conservation bank was established on 
the site to protect and expand popula- 
tions of special-status species and their 
habitat. 

“This purchase is a great public- 
private partnership whose ultimate 
benefit goes to our park users neigh- 
bors and wildlife,” said Ayn 
Wieskamp, outgoing President of the 
Regional Parks Board of Directors. 

Together with the land, current 
owner Shea Homes is selling the 
conservation bank to the Park District 
at a significant discount. As a condition 
of the sale, Shea retains the right to 
purchase up to 100 credits from the 
conservation bank as off-site mitiga- 
tion for Shea’s future projects.

Park District Directors also ap- 
proved purchase of 196 acres to 
expand Las Trampas Wilderness 
Regional Preserve. 

The acreage is the final piece of 
open space remaining from the original 
Mueller Ranch operated in San Ramon 
since the 1930s. The property fronts on 
the south side of Bollinger Canyon 
Road across from the District’s Las 
Trampas service yard, and is separated 
approximately 1,000 feet from existing 
parkland by a privately-owned parcel. 

“This purchase allows the District to 
preserve the original land owner’s 
property in its natural condition for 
future generations to enjoy as part of 
the Las Trampas Regional Wilderness 
Preserve,” said Beverly Lane, Secre- 
tary of the Board of Directors who 
represents Ward 6, which includes Las 
Trampas. 

During the 1930s, five Mueller 
brothers—Hugo, Otto, Paul, Kurt and 
Richard—bought several thousand acres 
of ranchland in Bollinger Canyon. The 
family raised cattle there for many 
years until a drought in the 1970's 
made operational costs prohibitive. 

Since then the land has been passed 
on to the descendants of the brothers or 
sold. The Park District began acquiring 
portions of the Mueller Ranch land 
with the 1969 purchase of Richard’s 
property, on which the Park District

SKILL LEVEL DESCRIPTIONS 
Parent/Preschooler: for children 3-5 years, 
must be accompanied by an adult in the 
water, designed to help young kids become 
comfortable in the water so they are ready 
to learn to swim. No pre-requisite. 


Level 1-Water Exploration: for age 5 and 
up, skills include bobbing, supported 
floating, blowing bubbles, kicking, and 
personal safety. 


Level I-Primary Skills; for age 6 and 
older, skills include unsupported floating, 
kicking, finning, combined arm/leg 
locomotion, turning back-to-front and 
front-to-back, and personal safety. 
Pre-requisite: Level I skills. 


Level II-Stroke Readiness: for age 6 and 
older, skills include object retrieval, jump/ 
dive recovery, front/back crawl stroke, 
elementary backstroke kick, tread water, 
and personal safety. Prerequisite: Level II 
skills. 


Level [V-Stroke Development: front/back 
crawl and elementary backstroke, introduc- 
tion to breast stroke, side stroke, standing 
front dive, open turns at walls, rescue 
breathing, and CPR. Pre-requisite: Level III 
skills. 


Level V-Stroke Refinement: continue Level 
IV strokes/turns, introduction to butterfly 
and personal safety while diving, spinal 
injury awareness. Pre-requisite: Level IV 
skills. 

Level VI-Skill Proficiency: technique and 
endurance for Level V skills, turns for all 
strokes, additional safety and rescue skills. 
Pre-requisite: Level V skills. 

Level VII-Advanced Skills: continued 
emphasis on technique and endurance, plus 
additional safety and rescue skills. Pre- 
requisite: Level VI skills.
